- The meeting was called to order with Msyor Drake presiding:
Roll Call:

: Councilman Johnson moved thet since coples of the mirnutes of the last meet-
ing of the City Council have been furnished Councilmembers by the Clty Clerk, the
reading of the minutes be dispensed with and thet the minutes be adopted as read
in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly seconded by Councilman Long, the motion
was unanimously adepted by the Council and the minutes so approved.

MR, RALPH CAMPBELL, representing the Austin Junior Chamber of Coumerce,
requested concession rights at the Jaycee Stedium, as they lacked about $4,000.00
meeting their obligations on the erection of this stadium. Their advertising
campalgn will not be completed untll next September, and they will use the money
from the concession rights to finish out the $10,000 they promised in this stadium
construction, Bids on concessions had alresdy been advertised, but no awards
made yet. There was & quest ion of the Jaycees taking full responsibility of
staffing this concession at all times, Councilman MacCorkle moved that the City
Manager work out some concession rights with the Jaycees and submit a recommenda-
tion to the Council. The motion, seconded by Councilman Long, carried by the
following votel »

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Former Mayor TAYLOR GLASS, representing the Chamber of Commerce on the de-
velopment of the Colorade River asked that an appropriation of $2,000 be made to
make 2 model of the river and its banks by the Planning Division and some extra
help. Working space and expert engineering advice will be furnished by the
L.C.R.A., He suggested two models--one of the river today and one of the planned
river with its boulevards and swimming beaches. Eventually a model of the whole
town might be built, and that would help in the planning of traffie, utility
systems and everything else. MR, MAX STARCHEKE stated this planning would add to
the beauty; but most of all, 1t would mean lots to the fidod control. He was in
favor of the model to start the planning so that the river-bed would be cleaned
out. The City Manager stated some preliminary planning had been done in this
line. Such a model would be helpful to the Planning Commission and to the Clty
in the study of the engineering problems, Former MAYOR TAYLOR GLASS stated this
would be something the engineering department could give grade lines on and the
gravel companies could be guided by those lines. He stated if & professional
organization were asked to do this, it would cost $30,000; and Austin has Mr.
Seaholm, the L.C.R.A., and the Planning Supervisor, who all know more about the
problem than anyone else. The City Manager was asked to see if there was money
available for this and to have his recommendation by next Thursday.

In accordance with the published notice thereof, at 10130 a.m. it was
announced that the (ouncil would proceed with the hearing involving the
improvement of East 13th Street from the east property line of East Avenue to
the West property line of Waller Street in the City of Austin, the benefits
which would result to the abutting property and owners, the amount of costs
of such improvements to be assessed against the abutting property and owners
and all related matters.

The Asslistant Director of Public Works was called upon to describe the
propesed improvements. He explained that the paving to be installed is a
permanent type consisting of a 4" flexible sub-base with a 6% hot mix asphaltic
concrete surface, with curbs and gutters, and that revised plans had been
prepared to provide a pavement 30feet in width from curb to curb.

Mr. Pat Adzlman appeared and stated that he is a Real Estate Dealer in
Austin, that he has been in that business sipce April 1, 1946, and that he
has had occaslon to observe and is familiar with property values in Austin.
He stated he had inspected the street involved in this hearing and was
familiar with the properties abutting it. He further stated that he was
familiar with the improvements proposed to be constructed, and he had seen
the schedule or roll shewing the costs proposed to be assessed against the
properties abutting such street, and that in his opinion each parcel of
property abutting such street will be enhanced in value by such improvements
in excess of the amount of the costs of such improvements to be assessed
against such abutting property.

The Mayor then asked if any other parties desired to be heard, or to
make & statement and there being ne further persons or partiss appearing
and wishing to be heard at the hearing, the Mayor announced that the hearing
was closed, and directed the City Attorney to prepare the proper ordinance
incorporating the findings of the City Council when made.
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MR, W. R. SMITH represented THE TRAFFIC METER ADVERTISING COMPANY in its
request to place advertising on the Parking Meters. Although the City Attorney
submitted an opinion thet this wes not legal, Mr. Smith's opinion was that it
was legal, in:view of Article 1085, Section I and Section 1I. He read the laet
paragraph of the City Attorney 's opinion dated Msy 2U, 1951, where he recemmend
Hsince it eppears that epplications will continue to be made from time to time
if rejected on this occasion, that the present applicents join the City of Austin
in 8 suit to obtair from the Supreme Court of Tgxas & declaratory judgment as to
the validity of commercial advertising on perking meters end other traffic con-
trol devices." Mr. Smith stated they were willinet do that. MAYOR DRAKY stated
he voted in favor of this advertising last year; but in view of the City Attor-
ney's opinion, he could not vote for somethinz that our Attorney said was illegal
but he would like to see a suit filed on this., COUNCILMAN LONG wented to pess
on 1% and then if some eltizen wanted to brinz suit, 1t would havwe the sameef-
fect; and until the City did pass on it, she did not believe t here wonld be any |
reason to take it into court, COUNCILMAN MacCORKLE disapproved of advertising =
on rerking meters, but had no objection to testing the legality. COUNCILMAN ‘
WHITE felt the City should go shesd snd find out 1like the City Attorney r ecommendipd.
_COUNCILMAN JOBNSON expressed opposition to the advertising, but hadno obJection ;
0 the sui$, MR. WOODROW PATTERSON represented the opposing merchante and ecitizens,’
stating such methols of advertising wonld detract from the beauty of the eity and :
bring more dsmage to it than the $20,000 a year would add. He submitted a pe-
tition by 66 merchants on Congress Avenue and Sixth Street. (This patition on
file in City Clerk's Office under "TRATFIC® pnd marked for identification) MR.
FRANCIS AMSLER spoke in opposition. MR, JOE DACY was against this advertising
proposition; - DAVID LAMME, RECTOR ALLFN, JOHNNIE VAUGHT, JESSE KELLAM, and
others spoke against allowing this franchse, MR, B. H. SHIPWASH stated he was
in Tavor of this advertising proposal, as the $20,000 could be used to buy traf- ;
fie signsls and cut down on automobile wrecks. MR, J. K. LYLES poinbed out that E
besides the $20,000 to the City, this proposition would mean a payroll of $250,00p
s year in the manufacture of these signs, and give employment to approximately ‘.
80 people. Councilman MacCorkle moved that the request to place advertising on
the perking meters by THE TRAFFIC METER ADVERTISING COMPANY be denied., The mo-
tion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following vote!

testing the legality of this in the Courts that such be done. This motion hed no
second, 82 the request had been turned down,
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GOUNCILMAN JOHNSON commended the City Administration on the MUNICIPAL AC-
TIVITY DIGEST which was being sent out to the Council and to the pressa.

DR, ROBERT B. DIXON submitted the following petition signed by about 1,000
residents?

e, the undersigned, b eing residents of the city of Austin, end
being interested in the development of the waters of Lake Austin
for recreational purposes, and being of the opinion that the Long-
horn Boat Club can and will use the waters of said lake for wholesome
recreational and acquatic purposeés, hereby respectfully petition
the City Council end the Navigation Board of the City of Austin to
grant to the Longhorn Boat Club, permission to use the waters of
Lake Austin adjacent to and within reasonsble proximity of its
property located on the ghore of said lake between Bull Creek and
the Auetin City Park, forconducting races of all types, and other
wholesome eporting and recreational purposes,"

The Mayor stated this petition would be psassed on to the Navigation Board
to consider along with other data on this subject.

MR. W. DON PRICE, 5703 Bull Creek Road, submitted 2 petition asking for
stop signs as the following streets:

MRS, J. N. LYLES, 5619 Bull Creek Road, reported a wreck between a gravel truck
and & car, which was knocked into her yard, hi¢ her house and damaged it. She
reported speeding of these trucks, and stated she hai called the Police Depart-
ment o number of times. She asked where the complaints went, The City Manager.
said the complaints sebout epeeding have been handled by the Policg Department
by patrolling the area, by giving tickets, and by talking with the officials of
the Sneed Gravel Company, directing them to irstruct their drivers adbout this,
trying to get to the source. This particular asccident occured May 29th, and it
was immedi ately referred to the Traffic Engineer who now has a recommendation

WHEREAS, Brown Securities Corp. is the Contractor for the 2ddition to a
bullding located at 710 Coloradeo Stree} and desires a portion of the sidewalk
and street space abutting Lote 7 and 8, Block 82, of the (riginal City of Austin
Travis County, Texas, during the addition to a building, such space to be
used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove emumerated be granted to said Brown
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Securlitles Corp. the boundary of which is deseribed as follows:

Sidewalk and Strest Werking Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described
property; thence in & northerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of West 8th Street to a point 10 feet north
of the south curb line; thence in an easterly direction and
parallel with the centerline of West 8th Street 92 feet to
a point; thence in & southerly direction and at right angles
to the centerlline of West Bth Street to the northeast corner
of the above described property; thence in an easterly direction
and abt right angles to the centerline of Colorado Street to a
point 10 feet east of the west curb line; thence in & southerly
direction and parallel with the centerline of Colorado. Street
128 feet to & point; thence in a westerly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of Colorado Street to the
southesast corner of the above described property.

Thence in a southerly direction and parallel with the
centerline of Colorado Street to the south line of said alley;
thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of said alley approximately 80 feet to the sasi
line of the American Statesman Loading Dock: thence in a
northerly direction and parsllel with the centerline of the
alley 20 feet to the south line of the above described property.

The closing of a portion of 7th Street Alley shall be con.
tingent uwpon the Brown Securities Corp. making available to the
American Publighing Company and other property owners an ease-
ment extending northward from West ?th Street to sald alley and
adjacent to the Americen Statesmen Building for ingress and
egress at all times during the construction operation,

2, THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are grnated to the
sald Brown Securities Corp., hereinafter termed Y"Countractor®, upon the
following express terms and condltionss

(1). That the Contractor shall erect and maintain continuously in good
condition during the use of said space hereby allotted a substential walkway
at least 4 feet wide in the clear on the inside and at least 8 feet high, the
same to be covered solidly on the street side with boards to a height of 4
feet above pavement and on the bullding slde to be covered so0lidly with boards
to a height of 8 feet. The top of the walkway shall be covered solidly with
hoards at least 2 inches thick, which shall be supported at intervals
sufficiently close to prevent sagging of the roofing boards, The roof of
said walkway shall be covered with a roofing material which will prevent
leaking of the roof and provide a dry waikway at all times., No wood strips or
obstructions of any kind shall be permitied along the pavement within the
walkway, shd df;anyctime:inithe opinion of the Clty officlals it becomes
necessary for any reascn to install & board floor within the walkway, the
ontractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately place
guch a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent sagging under load.

{(2). That the Contractor shall construct & guard rail within the
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boundary lines of the above described space, such guard rail to be at least
4 feet high and substantially draced and anchored.

{(3). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at 2]l times when not in use, and
at all times that guch gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
thig gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate is
not %o open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

{4). That no venicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
Spacec

(5). That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(6). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work office
within such alloftted working space provided such work office is not within 25
feet of any corner street intersection.

{(7}. That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(8). That provisions shall be made for the normsl flow of all storm
waters In the guiter and the Contractor shall be responsible for any damage
done dus to obstruction of any such storm water,

(9). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
welkway, barricades or obstructlons, red lighis during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(10)., That the Contractor shazll remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the gldewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for thelr existence on saild sidewslk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the Cliy Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructlons shall be removed not
later than December 1, 1951.

{11). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it,

(12), That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any time with
its public utilities, or for other nscessary public purposes.

(13). That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for sald building projects whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractor's expense.

(14). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemnify
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and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercigse of abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other publie property and public utilities distunbed or removed durlng the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards, during the occupancy of the space.
